J i was hoped that the venerable Gen. Scott 
wonld bet>r«*ent on this occasion, bnt the 
veteran soldier lelt himself unable to undergo 
the fatigue of attending a public meeting. 

The procession was formed about 1 o'clock, 
near tbe Library, and proceeded to tbe stand, 
where lie arrival was announced by the firing 
of a national salute. The meeting was opened 
by General Anderson, who called upon Pro- 
lessor French to offer prayer. At the con- 
clusion of tbe prayer, Professor French said 
that he hsd been rt quested to beg the audi- 
ence to refrain from applause, as the occasion 
wss one of Intense solemnity and sacred in 
terest to all the o nicer*. The request was re- 
iieattd by the large assembly, numbering at 
least three thousand persoue, although a sliarn' 
attempt was made to applaud the or*to< wheu 
he came forward to deliver bis address. 

At the conclusion of the Professor s re- 
msrks the band played " Hall Colombia. " 
Msj.-Gen. MeCicllan was then introduced by 
Gen. Anderson. He spoke as follow*: 

SPEECH OF MAJOU GENERAL M'CLBLLAN. 

All nations have days sacred to the remem- 
brance of joy snd grief. They have that k* 
givtri^ for success: lasting and prayer in the 
hour of humiliation and defeat; triumph and 
peans to greet the living laurel-crowned vic- 
tors. Tb«-y have obt« «[uie* ar.d eulogks for 
the warrior slain in the ti> Id of battle. Such 
Is the du<y we are to perform tc-4sv. The 
poetry, the histories, the oruions of 
all resound with the clai g of an 
dwell rather upon the rough deeds of war 
the gentle :;cts of peace. They have presented 
to us the earner of Leroes and the memory of 
their deeds even to this dWtant day. Our own 
Old Testament teems with the narration of 
brave actions and heroic deaths of Jewish pa 
triots; while the New Testament of our mail 
snd suffering Saviour often selects tbe 
soldier and Lis w**pots to npifv and illus- 
trate rellgi* us heroism and du'.v . These ? lories 
of the actions of the diad have trrqicnt- 
ly survived in the lapse of sees the name* of 
those whose fall was coaj induced centuries 
ago. But, alihcugb we have not now tbe 
names of all tbe nr.. ve meu wLo fought and 
fell upon the plain of Marathon, and in the 
pass of Tfaermopyla- and on the hills of Pale* 
tine, we have not lost tbe meiuorv ol their ex 
ample*. As long as the warm blood courses 
in the veins of man, vs long s* the human 
heart beat? Ligb aid quick at tbe recital of 
brave deeds aid patriotic ssenficos, so long 
will tbe lmon still Incit*- icnerous Baeu to 
emulate the heroism of the past Among tbe 
Greeks It was the custom that th*- father of tbe 
most valiant of the slain should pronounce 
the eulogies of the dear*, oometimestt devolv- 
ed npon the great siatesmcn aud orator* to per- 
form this painful dutv. Would that a new 
Demosthenes or s secord Pericles would srise

Such an oc- 
casion as this should call forth lb. deepest 
and noblest (motions of our nature pride, 
furrow and prayer; pride that our c -untrv has 
possessed such con*; sorrow tha- she bss lost 
them; prayer tliht sbe may have others like 
them, that we and our succestor* m»y adorn 
her annals as they have done, und that when 
our parting hour arrive*, whenever and bow 
ever It may be, our souls msy be prepared for 
tbe great change We huve met snd assembled 
to coocecrate a cenotaph, whicU shall remind 
children's children io the distant future of 
'* a ruggle in the days of the (Test 
This monument Is to perpetuate 
the memory of a ponton ojly of those who 
have fallen tor the nation in this unhappy 
war. It Is dedicated to the officers 
and soldiers of the regular army. Vet this 
is done in no class or exclusive spirit, 
and is tbe act we remember with rev- 
erence and love our comrad- s of the voluiteere 
who have so gloriously fought and fallen by 
our side. Eicb 8u>te. will no doubt commem - 
orate in a moi« fining way the services of lu- 
sons, who abandoned tbe avocations of p-ac- 
and shed the'r blood in tbe ranks of tbe volun- 
teers. How richly they bsve earned a natio '* 
love, a nation's erantude; with what heroism 
they have cod fronted deatb, bave wrested vie 
tor* from s stubborn foe, and have illustrated 
defeat, it well becomes me to say, for it has 
been my lot to command them In many asan- 
guinary field. I know that I but echo tbe fuel 
fng of iht regular army wheu I awnni the 
high credit they deserve to their brare breth 
ren of the voluateers But we of tbe regular 
army hsve no 8tate» to lock to for th- houor 
due our dead. We belong to the whole caun 
try, and can neither expect nor desire tbe 
General G ivernmenl to make a p?rb<ps in 
vidious distinction in our favor. We are 
few la numbers, a aaaiM band of 
comrades, united by peculiur and v< rv 
binding ties ; for with many of u» our 
friendships were commenced in boyhood 
when we rested here in the shad iw of tbe 
granite hills which look down upon us where 
we stand. With others tbe ties of brother- 
hood were lound In more mature years, while 
fighting among the ruggid mountains and 
fertile valleys of Mexico, within hearing ol 
the eternsl waves of the Pacific, or in the 
lonely grandeur cf the great plains of tbe 
far West. With all, our love and conddence 
have been cemented by common danger snd 
suflering, on the teilaome march, in the 
dreary bivouac, snd amid the clash of arms, 
and in the piesence of death, oa score* of 
■field*. West Point, with her lirge 
t, adopts us all— graduates and those ap- 
pointed from civil life, oUicts snd private*. 
In her eyes we small Ler children, jealous of 
her fame and eager to sustain Ler world- 
wide reputation. Generals and private sol- 
diers, men who have cheerfully offered oar all 
lor onr dear country, we aland here before 
this shrine, ever hereafter sacred to cur dead, 
equals snd brothers in the preserve ol the 
common death which awaits us nil — perhaps 
on the same field and at the same hour. Buch 
are the ties which unite us— the most endear- 
ing which exist among tnon; sues the mis 
tioos which bind ns together— the closest of 
the sacred brotherhood of arms. It has, 
therefore, seemed, and it is ti lir g that we 
rhould erect upon this spot, so saricd to us 
all, an enduring mooumen'. to our dear broth 
era who have preceded us in tbe p -at of all 
peril and of honor, which it is the destiny of 
many of us to tread. What Is this regular 
army to which we fx- loot. - Woo were tbe 
mea whose d-iths Tn*rlt such honors from 
the living? What is the cause for which th. v 
have laid down their live.? Our regular or 
permanent army . is the nucleus wolcc, in 
time of peas ', preserves tbr military tradi- 
tions of nation, „. Wc i| ae luc organi/.vUon, 
science and instru"uon Indispensable to mod 
era srmies. It may be regarded at co-vat with 
the nation. Itdetives lu origin from < he old 
Continental and Suite lines of the Revolution, 
whence, with some Interruption and many 
dangers, It bas attained its pr-seut candiii ftn. 
In tact, we may with propriety go even beyond 
tbe Revolution to seek the roots of oar gene 
alogical tree in the old French war-, for the 
Cis-Atlantic campaigns cf the seven years' 
war were not confined to the "red men 
scalping each other by the grc it lak<* of 
North America;" and it was ia them cur 
ancestors firs; parti dpa'cd a* Americans 
in the large operatk»u< of civil zj<3 *ruiu « 
American regiments then fought on the banks 
of the St. I. >w rears and the Oaio, on the 
Shores Of Ontario and Like George, oo fbe 
islands of the Osribbeai; and iu Sju;h Am ri 
cs. Ix>ulsberg, Quebec, Duqucnae, Do Mai 
and Portobello attest toe va.ue of the pro 
vincial troops, and in that t>chool were e<<u 
csted such men sa vTaahington, 1'utnaai, l_?e, 
Montgomery and Gates. These, aud men like 
Greene, Knox, Wayne and Steuben wees th 
lathers of our permanent army, and under 
them our troops acquired that discipline and 
steadineea wbicu caabled them to meet on 
equal terms, snd often to defeat , the tried vet- 
cranb of England. The study of the history

of soldiers many proved equal to is* re- 
quirements of the occasion. Lundf** Lane. 
Queensiown, Piattsworg, Ne» 0 W*a, all 
liear witness to the gallantry af the regulars 
Then came an Interval of s* 0 " ,u * n t'rnty 
years of eternal pe*r« . m»rked by many 
changes In the organ rition and strength of 
the regular arm v. a"* 1 I'roken at times by 
twlioufsnd bloody Indian wart. Or these tbe 
most remirts^lc were the Black Hawk war 
in which se* troojis met unflinchingly s foe 
as p lenties*, and far more destructive than 
th , /uJiana— that le rible scourge, tbe cbol 
^ and tbe tedious Florida War, when for 
manv years tbe Seminole* eluded In the pes- 
tilential swamps our utmost effjrta. and In 
which were displayed tuch traits of heroism 
as that commemorated by your monument to 
Dade and bis command, "when all fell, save 
two, without an alK rupt to retreat." At last 
came the Mexican war, to replace Indian com 
hats and the monotony of the frontier service, 
snd for tbe first time In many years the mass 
of the regular srmy was concentrated, snd 
look the principle part in the battles uf that 
remarkable and romantic wsr. Palo Alto, 
Reaaea snd Fort Brown were the achieve- 
ments of the regulars unaided; and as to 
tbe battles of Monterey, Buees Vista. Vera 
Cruz, Cerro Gordo and the final triumph In 
the Valley, none can truly say that they 
could have been won without the regulars 
When peace crowned our victories In tbe 
capital of the Montezumsa, the army was st 
once dispersed over the losg frontier, snd 
en g aged In harassing snd dsngerou* wars 
1th the Indians ol the p'slos. Thns thir- 
teen long years were spiut until the present 
wsr broke out, and the mass of the srmy was 
drawn In, to be employed against s oomestir 
loe. I cannot proceed to the « vent* of the 
recent past and the present without advertin;: 
to tbe gallant men who were se long of our 
Dumber, bat who bsve now gone to their 
lung home— for no 6msll portion of the- glory 
of which we boast was reflected from seen 
men as Tavlor, Worth, Brady, Brooks, 
Tottcn and Duncan. There I* s sad story of 
Venilian histo'y that has moved many s 
heart, and often employed the poet's pen and 
painter's pencil. It is of an old man whose 
long life was glorious spent in the service 
of the Stale ss s warrior aud a statesman, 
and who, when his hair wss white snd bis 
feeble limbs could scarce bear bis bent form 
toward the grave, attained the h'gbe t honor' 
that a citizen could retch. He was D age of 
Venice. Convicted of treason rgainst the 
State, he not only lost bis life, but suffered 
besides a penal v which will endure as long 
as the iiib* of Venice is remembered. Tbe 
spot where his portrait sbould hsve hung in 
the great hsll of tbe D Jge's palace, was vailed 
with bleck, and there still remains the frame, 
with Its black mass of canvas*; and this va- 
cant frame is the moat conspicuous in tbe 
long line of effigies of illustrious Doges. Ob! 
that such s pall ss that which replace the 
portrait of Mallno Faltero ould conceal from 
history the names of ihose, once our c3tn- 
rades, wbo sre now lu arm* sgaiusl the lag 
under which we fought side by side In years 
gone by. But no VeJL t-owevtr thick, ess 
cover 'he anguish which fiMs our heart* when 
we look back upon the sad memory of tbe 
p«t, snd recall toe affccUon sad respect 
ee ertalned towards men against 
it ,b our duty to set in mortal combat, 
that the courage, ability, snd stcadfa»tnea* 
they diap'ay had been employed io the defense 
ot tbe "stars sod stripes" against a foreign toe, 
rather than in the gratuitous sod arjustifiabi.- 
rebellioD, which could not have been so long 
ma utaifed but for the skill snd energy of 
these our former comrades. But we bave 
reason to r»-j dee that opoo this day. so ss<-red 
snd so eventful for ss, one grand old mortal 
monument of tbe past still lifts high his 
head amongst us. and should have graced by 
bis presence the consecration of this tomb bj 
his children. We may well be proud that we 
are hers commanded by the hero who pur- 
chased victory wtth hi* blood near the great 
waters of Niagara, who repeated and eclipsed 
the achievement* ol ( ortez, who. although a 
consummate and confident commander, ever 
preferred, where duly and honor would per 
mi*, tbe olive branch of peace to lbs blood- 
stained laureis of war. aud wbo stands, st tbe 
. loe. ol » glorious and eventful life, s living 
column o' gran it:- agaiisl which have beaten 
In vain alike the b'andisbments and storms 
of treason. Ilia name will ever be one of onr 
proudest boasts and roost movirtr aspirations 
la long distant *ge), when Ibis incipient move- 
ment ha* become venerable, moss-clad snd 
perhaps ruinous, when the names inscribed 
upon U h um to those who p*u«e to resd them 
Indistinct mementoes of an almost mythicst 
pest, the nsme of Winfield Scott will still he 
cl-er cu* upon tbe mema«y of all, like the still 
fresh carving u)k>d <be moouineuts of long 
IprtrotVeu Pbaraobs. But it is lime to app-oa' h 
the prcs-ut. In tbe war which now shakes the 
land ;o it. foundation, the regular army fia. 
borne a in >st honorable part. Too few In num 
bars to s-*i by themselves, rrgn'ar regimen* 
bave puricipatf-d Io every great battle io the 
East, and io most of those west of tbe Aliegha 
niea. Their terrible losse* aod diminisued 
number* prove that ihcy bsve tc:-a iu the 'hick- 
a*t of the lights ,and the testimony of their com 
rode* snd commanders show, with what un 
dauuted heroism they have upheld their an- 
cient renown Their vigoroo* charges have 
often woo tbe dsy, snd io deft at they have 
more than once saved the army from destruc- 
tion or terribls losses, by the obstinacy with 
which they res'sted overoowering cumbers. 
They can refer with prl^e to tbe pari thev 
played u;*»n the glorious fields of Mexico, aod 
«xult at tbe recollection ol what they did at 
Manassas, Gaines' Mills, Malvern, Auiletatn. 
Sbiloh, S'one River, Getty* burg, sad tha 
great hst'les just fought from tbe Kipidan to 
the Cbicksbominy. Ttey can also point to 
the officers who have risen among them snd 
schi'-y.-J treat deed« for their coeutry la Mi 
war — aj tbe living warriors whos? names are 
on 'he nation's tongue and heart, too numer- 
ous to be repeated b'-re, yet not one of whom 
I could willingly omit. Rat perhaps the 
proudest « pisode in the h 'story cf the regular 
army Is the touching instance of fidelity on 
the pari of the non-com missioned officer* and 
pets' atSS, who, treacherously made p-isoner* 
in Texas, r es i s t e d every temptatior, to incite 
them to desert their fl-g. Oflired com mis 
s ions in the rebel service, money aod land 
freely tendered th. in, they ail scorned the in- 
ducements held oat to them, submitted to 
every hsroshlp, snd when st last exchanged, 
avenged themselves ou the field of battle for 
tb<5 unavailing insults offered their integrity. 
History sffords no brighter example of bouor 
than that of tlie*e brave men, tempted, se I 
blush to say they were, by some of their 
former officers, wbo, having them- 
selves proved false to their fl 17, endeavored to 
s.-ducc tbe men who had often followed them 
to battle, nnd who had naturally regarded 
them with respect sad love. Such is tbe reg 
ulsr srmy— such is its history and auteced 
cnis — sucu it* officers and mca. It ter.ds no 
herald to trumpet forth Its praises; It c»n 
proudly appeal to tbe numerous fields, from 
the tropic* to the fr. bmi hanks o» the 8:. Law- 
rence, from the Atlantic to tbe Pacific, lertil- 
iz-d by tUe. blood and whitened by the bones 
of iu members. But I a» Hi col pause to eulo- 
gize it L«t its d. -.1* iiMiak for it. 
They are more * eloquent than tongue 
af mine. Why sre we here to-dsy? This i* 
not tbe funeral of orje brave warrior, aod 
even of tbe lament of death ou a angle bat- 
tle field; but lb.se are tbe obsequies of the 
best and bravdst of the children of the land 
wbo bsve fallen in action* s'most numberlves. 
manv of them among the mist ssuruiuary 
and desp- rule of which history bears record 
These eneo« whose names and deeds we now 
seek to perpetuate, rendering them the 
highest honor In our power, hive fallen 
w:>-rev<- -\i ' n b-l.i'io ss>Ml 1. kj trout- 
la far distaot New Mexico, io the broad v*l- I 
ley of the M.*si*sippi, on the blood r burring 
grounds of Kentucky, in the moaeiains <.t 
Tenntssee, amid the swamp* of Carolina, Io 
the fertile fi -Ids of Maryland aod the blood- 
stained thicket* of Virginia. They were of I 
all grades, from the General to the private, 
sod of all ages, from the grav-balred e< 
of fi'ty years' service to the beardless 
of nil degress of cultivation, from tbe 
science to tbe uneducated boy. It is not 
sary, nor Ult possible, to repeat the mourn- 
ful jet Illustrious roll of dead heroes whom 
wc have met to honor. Nor shall I attempt 
to nsme all of those wbo most merit prsisas; 
simply s few wbo will exempli')- the classes to 
wiiich tbey belong. Am >cg the las sktlo.but 
among .he first In honor and reputation, was 
that hero of twenty battbe, John Sedgwick, 
gentle and kiod as a woman, brave as s brave 
man c n be, honest, sincere, snd able, he was 
a model that sll may strive to imitate, but 
whom few can equaL In the terrible battles 
which jus- preceded his death, be had ocessfcm 
todisp.ay the highest, qualities ol a command 
er a id soldier, yet a'ter eecapiog the eir»ke ol 
death where men fell around him by thou- 
saufls, he at last met his fate at a moment of 
comparative quiet, by the ball of a single ri- 
fleman. II- died as a soldier would choose to 
die — with truth in his heart and a quiet, tran- 
quil smile upon bit face.
